POSTOPFICE ROBBED 


Burglars Loot Safe of C. P. James at 


Rainsburg. 


Monday night the general store of 


Charles P. James at Rainsburg, in 
which the postofflce is located, was 
entered and the burglars succeeded in 
carrying away about $500 in cash, 
checks, notes, etc. 
The rear door of 


the store was broken in, the outer 
door of the safe opened by the combi- 
nation, the inner door by an explosion 
of nitro-glycerme, and the entire con- 
tents taken. 
The cash drawers were 


found in the yard and papers were 
widely scattered. 


Mr. James, being tax collector, had 


funds belonging to the borough and 
also to the Rainsburg Lodge of Odd 
Fellows. A deposit of $300 ready to 
send to the bank in the morning, 
judgment and bank notes amounting 
to over $260, about $15 in change, 
money order books and stamps, legal 
and insurance papers, and Lodge and 
Borough papers comprised the booty. 
Six stamps were lett in the safe. The 
rural carrier's mail sack is missing 
and this, in all probability, was used 
to carry the plunder. 


Mr. James' loss is heavy and it is 


hoped the perpetrators of the deed 
will speedily be captured.

in Maine when the tremendous Demo- 
cratic storm swept over the state on 
Monday. 
Not only the state, but 


towns and counties went over to the 
long-exiled victors, who gain elective 
and appointive offices not taken note 
of in the first hours of jubilation. 


Complete returns of the vote for 


Senators and Representatives g&ve 
the Democrats substantial majorities 
in both branches of the Legislature, 
which at' the beginning of the new 
year will elect a United States Sena- 
tor to succeed Eugene Hale, a Secre- 
tary of State, State Treasurer, Attor- 
ney General and Commissioner of 
Agriculture. 


The new Legislature also probably 


will be called upon to carry out the 
declarations of the Democratic party 
platforms of recent years and resub- 
mit to the people the liquor prohibi- 
tory amendment to the Constitution 
and to repeal the Sturgis liquor law 
enforcement act- 


According to the unofficial com- 
plete returns the Legislature 
will 


have a Democratic majority of 36 in 
joint ballot. The Senate will consist 
of 21 Democrats and 10 Republicans, 
while the House will have 88 Demo- 
crats and 63 Republicans. 


The last Legislature consisted of 


122 Republicans and 60 Democrats, 
the Republicans having a majority of 
15 in the Senate and 47 in the House. 


One District in Dispute 


Practically complete returns rom. the 
vote of the state for Governor give 
Col, Frederic^ W. Plaisted, Demo- 
cratic, 73,644, arid GoVei'nor Bert M: 
Fernaia, Republican, 64,912, a plu- 
rality for Colonel Plaisted bf 8,732 as 
against a plurality of 8,0^4 for Gov- 
ernor William T. Cobb, Republican, 
four years ago. The total'-rote 'of the 
two leading parties Monday was 138,- 
u56. Four years ago 5t was 130,790. 


DoiaTrt still exists regarding -the- re- 
sult in the Fourth Congressional dis- 
trict, Congressman Frank E. Guern- 
sey of Dover, the Republican candi- 
date, and George M. Hanson of Calais

Bnrleigh was the real State Repub- 
lican boss, and his defeat shatters the 
machine, so that Maine Republicans 
can look forward to a new deal in the 
party.

Judge of the Kennebec Superior 
Court, a State Commissioner of In- 
dustrial and Labor Statistics, a State 
Commissioner of Highways and War- 
den of the state prison. All these of- 
fices are now filled by, Republicans. 


The next Legislature will have full 
charge of redistricting the state. 


Governor Fernald carried but three 


of the 20 cities in the state. With 21 
out of 31 State Senators and 86 out 
of 151 Representatives, the Demo- 
crats control both branches of the 
Legislature and are within 15 vot^s 
of a two-thirds majority in joint con- 
vention.

Some dirty hands are clean and 


some clean hands are dirty, and dan 
gerously dirty. This means that some 
dirt is harmless and other is not. 
Most often it is the invisible dirt 
that is dangerous to both life and 
health. 


The farmer's hands may be grimy 


from the soil of the farm; the plasi 
erer's hands may be covered wit 
lime and mortar; but in neither case 
would the dirt be dangerous. 


The germs of disease are every- 


where. It is believed by doctors thai 
unclean hands spread more typhoid 
than is carried by flies. Thousands 
of cases have been traced directly to 
cooks, cook's helpers, bakers, dairj 
people, and those who have handled 
or prepared food with unclean hands 
—hands that were polluted with tho 
germs ot typhoid. 


Scientists say that if a dozen men 


and women dip their hands into :i 
basin of water it will be I'ound to he 
swarming with colon bacilli. 
And 


these average hands are those tha; 
handle the bread, meat, fruit, pastry, 
and, m tact, everything we eat and 
drink.

Husband Faces Peculiar Divorce Af- 


ter Many Years. 


Johnstown, Pa.—Startling develop- 


ments are contained in an application 
for divorce which Mrs. Edward J. 
Hughes of Lilly brought against her 
husband, a wealthy business man of 
that place, in courts at Ebensburg 
last week. 


It is declared that in 1881 Mr. 


Hughes was lawfully married to one 
Sally Stewart, the present complain- 
ant, and that no children have been 
born to them. 
Since their marriage 


they have lived peaceably, and until 
i ecantly apparently happily, at Lilly. 
Some 20 years or so ago, it is aver- 
red, there came to clerk in Mr. 
Hughes' store Ettie Martz, whose 
home is said to have been in the vi- 
cinity oi what is now Glen Campbell, 
Indiana County. Relations are said 
to have arisen between the girl and 
her employer, which resulted in one 
family being cared for by him in Hol- 
hdaysburg. 


The children's mother became in- 


sane and it was necessary to provide 
for the children, Hughes did so, it 
is said, by telling his legal wife of a 
destitute family of fine children, of 
which he had learned in Philadelphia, 
and suggesting that they take them 
in and care for them as their Chris- 
tian duty. This Mrs. Hughes agreed 
to and the children became part of 
the childless household in Lilly. 


Soon, through the children them- 


selves, it is believed, Mrs. Hughes 
learned the facts, and at once engag- 
ed Attorney John W. Kephart to con- 
duct an investigation, which has re- 
sulted in the actions above mention- 
ed. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hughes are each 


about 60 years old. 


Mr. Hughes when interviewed at 


Lilly of the action taken in court re- 
fused to give the public any state- 
ment. He said, however, that he did 
not desire to,offer any formal state- 
ment, nor could he say whether or 
not he would oppose the action for 
divorce. The story as printed ahove 
was read to him, and he did not ques- 
tion its general correctness. 


"It is a situation which is unfor- 


tunate," said Mr. Hughes, "but it is 
also one which looks blacker on the 
surface than if all the facts were 
known. I have some humanity in my 
soul, ami whatever I have done in 
this matter has been what I believed 
the manrjK thing. If the world does 
not look at it so, I cannot help that.

"Don't let's put too much blame on 


the farmers," says State Health Com- 
missioner Dixon lu discussing tha 
question of a pure milk supply, a 
problem that is troubling so many 
municipalities throughout Pennsylva- 
nia. 


"As an old farmer myself who has 


led the reapers around the wheat 
field, swinging a cradle and then in 
the evening milking my share ot the 
cows, I am naturally favorable to the 
dairy farmer, but it is the close study 
ol actual conditions that convinces me 
that the first disease germs often, per- 
haps most frequently, get Into the milk 
after it has passed out ot the farmer's 
control. 


"The farmer appreciates more today 


than ever the necessity of keeping 
milk 
clean 
He 
knows that if It 


reaches the market sweet and pure 
the demand will be increased. He is 
up against a difficult task to make 
money out of his milk dairy when tie 
has to constantly buy new cattle to 
take the place of those that have 
gone dry, become sick or died. 


Dairyman's Problems. 


"He must produce or purchase food 


for them, keep up the stable, pay his 
help, constantly replenish his supply 
of pans, buckets, etc., and haul this 
milk over all kinds of roads, through 
all sorts of weather and then receive 
for all this 4 or 4% cents a quart from 
the dealer. 


"The milk often begins to receive 


pollution on ths railroad, when an at- 
tendant takes oft the lid of a milk can, 
helps himself to a drink and then re- 
places the lid, drippings ot milk which 
have reached his lips going back into 
the can. 


"Does this sound like an exaggera- 


tion? Let me cite you a case. I re 
member a baggagemaster who once 
called upon me for medical advice. I 
found him suffering with pulmonary 
tuberculosis. When I advised him tc 
drink plenty of milk he informed me 
that he was drinking a great deal of 
it. He said he hauled milk in his bag- 
gage car and that he was in the habit 
of drinking out of the lids of the cans. 


"At the stations 
and along 
the 


streets the milk dealers often purchase 
Jrom each other. The purchaser sticks 
his finger into the milk and then into 
his mouth to determine the sweetness 
and then into the second can until he 
tests as many cans of milk as he pro- 
poses purchasing. 


Unsanitary Methods. 


"Only a few days ago a gentleman 


came into my office to tell me he had 
just witnessed his own milk man hand 
a street cleaner a drink of milk con- 
tained in the lid of his can and then 
replace the lid. 


"I have witnessed over and over 


again milk men collect bottles from 
theft- customers, poke the Index finger 
In the mouth of one and the thumb 
In the other to carry the bottles to his 
•wagon. Trusting that they had been 
properly cleansed by the housewife, 
the bottles were at once rpfllled, caps 
taken out of a pocket which also con- 
tained a handkerchief and then these 
bottles of milk were delivered to the 
next customers It is not worth while 
to enumerate other instances to make 
my point clear, that is, we must not 
confine ourselves to the dairy farm 
in looking for conditions that rende> 
milk 
impure 
Oui- 
municipalise"

Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 
This lesson is found in Matthew, 


Mark and Luke and tells how by the 
Heiodiaas and Sadducees and Phari- 
sees they sought to entangle Him in 
Ills talk. 
Luke says that they sent 


forth spies who should feign them- 
selves just men that they might take 
hold of 
His words that 
so they 


might deliver Him unto the power and 
authority of the governor (Luke ss. 
20.) 
Consider who He was and who 


they were. 
See the Creator watched, 


criticised, bated, rejected by the crea- 
tures whom He had made and to 
whom He gave life and health and all 
things, and yet He patiently suffers 
it and would love and bless them if 
they would only let Him. 


The flattering words of verse 16 


are nothing new, for we read in 
Ps. Ixxviii. 36. "They did flatter Him 
with their mouth, and they lied unto 
Him with their tongues, for their heart 
was not right with Him. * * * But 
He. being full of compassion, forgave 
their Iniquity and destroyed them not." 
As He perceived their wickedness and 
asked for a piece of money and from 
it answered their question they mar- 
veled at Him and held their peace 
and left Him and went their way 
(verse 22. with Mark and Luke). Do 
you covet such wisdom, not that you 
may be wondered at. but that He may 
be glorified? 
If so, remember that 


Stephen was so filled with faith and 
power that they were not able to re*- 
sist the wisdom and the spirit by 
which he spoke (Acts vi, 8, 10). It is 
Indeed true what they said of Jesus 
at this time. "Thou regardest not the 
person of men." so that we also may 
be filled with His spirit and wisdom if 
we wilL It ought to be said of evpry 
teacher. "Thou art true and teaohcst 
the way of God in truth, neither cut- 
est thou for any man" (verse 16). fur 
it Is also written by the Spirit that our 
attitude should always be "not as 
pleasing men. but God. who trieth onr 
hearts." And again. "If I yet pleased 
men I should not be the servant of 
Christ" 11 Thess. ii. 4; Gal. i. 10) 
When questions arise about the right 
or wrong of this or that, let us first 
ask, Whose image do I bear? and that 
ought to settle It easily, As the re- 
deemed of the Lord, the world, the 
flesh and the devil have no Just claim 
upon us. and It is our privilege gladly 
to render all to God. whose we are. 
They left Him and went their way 
(verse 22). We are too apt to do this. Let 
our prayer be, "Teach me Thy way. O 
Lord, and lead me in a plain path be- 
cause of mine enemies" (Ps. xxvii, 11). 


The same day came the Sadducees 


with a question which they thought 
would perplex Hun, but His reply to 
them was. "Ye do err, not knowing the 
Scriptures nor the power of God" 
(verse 29). 
Dr. Scbofield's note is 


worth quoting: "Jesus' answer gives 
the three incapacities of the ration- 
alist—self deception (Rom. i, 21-22), ig- 
norance of the spiritual content of 
Scripture (Acts xiii. 27). disbelief in 
the intervention of divine power (II 
Pet ill, 5)." Note how our Lord em- 
phasizes the great truth of resurrec- 
tion (30-32) and see the plain teaching 
of Job Ix. 25. 27; Isa. xxvl, 19; Dan. 
ill. 2, etc. 
See also how our Lord 


says that Ex. Ill, 15, teaches not only 
life apart from the body, but also the 
resurrection of the body, and note how 
He Indorses the story of the burning 
bush, which is today ridiculed by the 
wisdom of this world (Mark xli, 2&: 
Luke xx. 37i. In verse 31, hi the words 
"Have ye not read that which was 
spoken unto you by God?" we have 
our Lord's indorsement of Rom. sv, 
4. "Whatsoever things were written 
aforetime were written for our learn- 
ing." 
Unless we hear God speaking 


to our souls as we read His word we 
have not rend with profit and should 
read until His word takes hold of us 
with power. 
In verse 30 His word 


that in the resurrection we shall be 
"as the angels,1' or, as in Luke, "equal 
unto the angels," is explained by His 
saying concerning marriage. 


The next tempter is a lawyer scribe 


who wants to know which is the first 
or great commandment in the law. To 
him Jesus quotes Deut. vi. 4, 5; Lev. 
xix. 
18. summing up the Ten Com- 


mandments in love to God and to 
man and adding. "On these two com- 
mfinclments hang all the law and 
tho prophets" (verse 40). 
"There i<: 


none other commandment greater than 
these" (Mark xii, 31). 
Mark records 


the scribe's reply to Jesus and that 
Jesus said to him, "Thou art not far 
from the kingdom of God." He seem- 
ed to understand the truth, but went 
away to continue to establish, his own 
righteousness, not submitting to the 
righteousness of God (Rom. x, 2-4). As 
to this summary of the law see also 
Rom. 
xiii. S-10. 


And now Jesus has a question for 


the Pharisees as to whose Son the Mes- 
siah »is to bo. to which they promptly 
reply. "The Son of David." 
Then 


come from our Lord the quotation 
from Ps. ex and the question. How 
can He be David's Son since David by 
the Spirit calls Him Lord? 
No one 


could answer, and this shut them up 
for the present. As n man Jesus was 
of the bouse of David (Rom. I. 3). As 
God He was David's Lord—truly a 
man, truly God. both the root and 
the offspring of David (Rer. Txll, 16).
